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FIELD HOCKEY AND SPORTS CAMP 
June 25—July 23, 1932 

The seventh annual Field Hockey and Sports Camp, sponsored by the Depart¬ 
ment of Physical Education, is offering additional opportunities to those of other 
years.The camp will be open to teachers who wish to improve their teaching methods 
and technique in the major sports, to pursue advanced work, or to gain knowledge 
and skill in camping and woodcraft as a training for Camp Directors and Coun¬ 
selors. Miss Rosalind Cassidy, Chairman of Physical Education at Mills College, and 
Miss Hazel J. Cubberley, Director of Athletics at the University of Cailfornia at Los 
Angeles, are the directors. Their staff of coworkers includes a group of ten lecturers 
and assistants. 

N. P. Neilson, Chief of the Division of Health and Physical Education in the Cali¬ 
fornia State Department of Education, will conduct a seminar in Physical Educa¬ 
tion. Bob Clark, listed as the leading golf instructor on the Pacific Coast, is another 
new member of the teaching staff, as well as George Harold Hudson, professional 
tennis instructor at the Berkeley Tennis Club. Both of them will offer courses for 
teachers who wish to improve their own playing as well as their methods of teach¬ 
ing. They will also give private lessons. Through the added equipment of driving 
tees and a driving range, golf instruction has been made possible on the Mills cam¬ 
pus this year. Arrangements may be made for campers to play on the golf course at 
the Oak Knoll Country Club, a ten minute drive from the grounds. 

Miss Cassidy will offer courses in Camp Leadership and Miss Cubberley will 
direct the work in Field Hockey and the technique of teaching the sport. Miss Teresa 
Crowley of Barnard College, returns for another year to teach natural, clog, tap, and 
character dancing, and also swimming. Miss Cornelia Van Ness Cress, Director of 
the Mills College Riding School, will teach equitation, and Miss Edith Hyde, archery 
and games for the Elementary and Junior High School. Much emphasis this year is 
being placed on courses in the training of counselors for summer camps and camp 
leadership. 

The membership of Camp Sirano, as the Field Hockey and Sports Camp is also 
known, is limited to fifty campers who occupy one of the residence halls. The session 
this year, a “pre-Olympic Games session,” has been scheduled with especial reference 
to the important meetings that follow during July and August, namely: National 
Society of Departments of Physical Education for College Women, Mills College, 
July 17-20; Women’s Division National Athletic Association Federation, Los An-
